1994.  SADD  Sponsor.  Drug  and  Alcohol  Program  Coordinator 
Coach  Thompson  inherited  a  football  program  which  had  won  just  one  game  in  two  years  and  had  enjoyed  just 
one  winning  season  in  12  years.  After  a  5-19-1  start,  his  teams  won  92  of  the  next  135  games.  His  teams  won  the 
Meridian  Championships  in  1975.  1981,  1983.  1984.  and  1985.  He  led  five  teams  to  the  state  playoffs.  The  1976 
team  was  a  slate  semi-finalist,  the  1981  and  1983  teams  finished  second  in  the  stale,  and  the  1984  team  was  a  state 
finalist  in  2-A.  Coach  Thompson’s  overall  football  coaching  record  at  all  schools  is  148-96-3. 

The  baseball  team  is  by  far  the  most  successful  athletic  program  in  the  school's  history.  Coach  Thompson's  teams 
have  compiled  a  record  of  229  wins  and  93  losses  with  the  1 994  season  yet  to  come.  The  Trojan's  Meridian  Conference 
record  since  Coach  Thompson  took  over  in  1973  is  125-19  for  an  86.8  winning  percentage.  The  Trojan  baseball  team 
has  won  or  shared  Meridian  Conference  Championships  in  1976,  1979,  1980.  1981,  1983.  1984.  1985.  1986.  1988. 
1989,  1990.  1991.  1992,  and  1993.  they  also  finished  second  in  1974,  1975.  1982.  and  1987.  They  have  won  five 
Regionals;  1982,  1984.  1985,  1986,  and  1990.  They  were  Sectional  Champs  in  1982,  1985.  and  1990.  They  finished 
in  the  State  Final  Four  in  1982  and  reached  the  State  Elite  Eight  in  both  1985  and  1990.
